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Buploson: Badly Damages 
New Methodist Church At 
Montgomery; One Killed 
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North End Of Building Under Con- 
struction For 1st Methodist Church 
Wrecked Tuesday Afternoon. 


MONTGOMERY.—City officials 
and executives of the Alabama 
Utilities Service Company began 
an investigation Tuesday afternoon 
of an explosion which partially de- 
molished the Sunday School build- 
ing of the new First Methodist 
Chureh under construction here, 
killing one man and seriously in- 
juring another. 

MONTGOMERY.—A match, be- 
lieved by city officials to have been 
struck by an electrician, apparently 
touched off accumulated gas in the 
basement of a wing of the new 
$150,000 Pirst Methodist Church 
here Tuesday, causing an explosion 
which killed one man, injured two 
others and partially demolished 
the building. 

Fred C. Miller, assistant city 
electrician and a veteran municipal 
employe, was killed instanty by 
the explosion, which blew out the} 
entire north end of the Sunday 
School building, and Adkin M. 
Moseley, of the Moseley Hlectric 
Company, and Charles Miller, em- 
ploye of the city engineer’s office 
and u brother of Fred Miller, were 
injured, 

red Miller and Moseley had en- 
tered the building to examine elec- 
trical installation, workmen and 
officers at the scene said, and had 


reached the basement when Mose- 
ley apparently lighted a match. 
Moseley, badly injured and his face 
blackened from the force of the 
blast, mumbled that he had struck 
a match as he was rushed to a 
hospital, they said. 

The accumulated gas, believed 
by the officials to have seeped 
from a leak somewhere in the pipes, 
that had just been laid in the 
building, let go with a terrific roar, 
audible for blocks through the ex- 
clusive Cloverdale residential sec- 
tion, - 

y. E. McCollough, foreman in 
charge of construction, expressed 
the belief that the explosion was 
caused by gas that had accumulat- 
ed in a bausementn tunnel but join- 


ed with the city engincer’s office 
in an investigation to determine 
the exact cause. 

Fred Eve, general manager of 
the Alabama Utilities Service Com- 
pany, said the gas company was} 
lending its full efforts to aid in 
determining the cause but said he 
was unable to state at the time 
whether the blast was caused by 
gas, 

Dazed workmen picked them- 
selves from the ground amid 
swirling clouds of dust that circled 
over the collapsed portion of the 
building. Hastily-organized search- 
ine crews darted into the base- 
ment, They found Fred Miller

Houses were shaken and win- 
dows rattled throughout the Clov- 
erdale, section, the beauty spot of 
the city.

Only the Sunday School rooms, 
church offices and the arcade link- 
ing these with the contemplated 
auditorium which was uncomplet- 
ed, had been finished. The congre- 
gation had planned to use the Sun- 
day School building at once for 
its services, 

City authorities expressed amaze- 
ment that more workmen were not 
injured as the building was full 
of laborers and electricians at the 
time of the detonation. Charles 
Miller and a fellow-worker, John 
Hopkins, barely reached the out-| 
side of the building as the upper 
portion of the structure tum- 
bled in,

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I have had quite a lot to say 
about sugar cane lately, but I’m 
not through with the subject. I 
believe we should grow fully twice 
as many sweets as we now grow 
on our farms. Each person, mule, 
cow and hog needs a certain 
amount of sugar every day in the 
year. We cannot haye healthy 
mules and cows unless their sys- 
tems can find some sugar some- 
where, ,[f it is not in their feed 
they must make it out of what they 
eat or do without. The point lm 
trying to make is that we need a 
lot of sweets and We must find 
some way to grow the “same with- 
out buying it. We should not buy 
a pound of sweets unless it is a 
little sugar to cook with. It is a 
problem of how to grow what we 
really need. How are we going 
to do it? 

* O* 

Kiana cane has the reputation 
of being a mighty good cane for 
this section and I believe it is good. 
I believe it is much better than 
the regular old sugar cane. I mean 
by that that it is easier grown and 
cared for. Nothing beats our old 
sugar cane if We could grow it 
practicably, but most of us cannot 
erow it at all. Every farmer in 
the county can grow Kiana cane 
and can do it easily, I have not 
found the first man who says Ki- 
ana is not better for us to plant 
than the old sugar cane. It must 
be good or some one would be 
knocking it every day. Now, if it 
is better than sugar cane, we 
should all plant it and should get 
the seed now. Old age is creeping 
up on us and we need to do what 
we expect to do or it will be for- 
pever too late. There is a lot of 
seed in this country and you can 
swap something for it if you do 
not have the cash to get it with. 
So look around and spot some seed 
for next year. It would be better 
to get one hundred stalks rather 
than not have any at all. You can 
at least learn how to cultivate it 
with only 100 stalks. I want to 
insist on every farmer in the coun- 
ty getting seed of this cane this 
fall.

All I have said about Kiana cane 
is true and I am insisting on you 
trying it, but at the same time 
there seems to be something even 
better, and that is P. O. J. cane. 
We cannot all get P. O. J. seed 
this fall for there is not enough 
of it in the country to go sround. 
However, there is some seed to be 
had and we are going to get Up 
all we can. I think we have lo- 
cated a quantity of seed and we 
are trying to get a good price on 
it for spring delivery. We are sure

And, too, a steam rig 
makes mighty good syrup. You 
cannot scorch it and it is always 
made like you want it. No trou- 
ble to make it as thick or as thin 
as you like it, A rig of this kind 
should grind all your cane in one 
half a day. Now, if you live too far 
from Elba to haul your cane here, 
it will be best for you to figure 
on that before planting too much 
cane.

It takes moist land to grow good 
cane and for that reason I say that 
Blba igs mighty well located for a 
wood syrup mill. We should mar- 
ket thousands of gallons of syrup 
each year, and we can do it if 
we will try.

Eight Hundred Inmates Of Penitentiary 
Escape Injury As Structure Burns; 
Convicts Give Aid To Officers. 


SPEIGNER, Ala.—The two-sto- 
ry frame building which housed 
more than 800 convicts at the state 
penitentiary here burned to the 
ground Monday but no prisoners 
were injured and none attempted 
to escape. 

Only 168 prisonerg were in the 
big cell house when the fire broke 
out shortly after 9 a.m, in at least 


a half dozen places in the upper 


story of the building and all were 
marched to safety. 

William F. Feagin, director of 
the State Board ot Administration, 
estimated the damage at approxl- 
mately $150,000. 

Warden A. B, Smith, who out- 
witted lo prisoners In an attempt- 
ed break here October 16 and suc- 
cessfully quelled a subsequent up- 
rising ig the prison, said he be- 
lieved the blaze was of incendiary 
origin, 

“| um confident that the build- 
ing was set afire,’’ Warden Smith 
said, and announced that immedi- 
ate investigation would be made 
to determine who was responsible 
for the fire. He said the cell block 
had been set afire on four previ- 
ous occasions and that one of the 
fires wag extinguished about the 
time of the October 16 riot, in 
which one convict was slain and 
22 others wounded. 

Warden Smith said the blaze 
was first noticed in the attic above 
a stairway leading to the second 
floor and that it burst through the 
roof of the building at a half doz- 
en points simultaneously. 

The convicts in the building at 
the time comprised the night shift 
employed at the prison cotton mill. 
The remainder of the 815 convicts 
at Speigner were, either at work 
at the cotton mill or on the pris- 
on farm, 

The building was reduced to a 
mass of twisted steel and brick and 
a heavy smoke hung over the en- 
tire prison enclosure for a num- 
ber of hours. 

Warden Smith said all the pris-

He was 
a good business man and soon 
gained the confidence of the peo- 
ple of this section and in a few 
years had built up one of the larg- 
est establishments here. His broth- 
er, Jake Wise, was also associated 
with him and they operated under 
the firm name of Wise Brothers. 
Friends will indeed regret to learn 
of the passing of this former 
Nibian.

As it became evident that the 
building would be destroyed he de- 
ployed the guards about the en- 
closure and placed them at stra- 
tegic points along the prison walls. 
A fire truck from Montgomery and 
fire fighting equipment at the pris- 
on proved of little avail against 
the flames, which were whipped by 
a strong wind, 

A blast from the cotton mill 
whistle sounded the first alarm. 
After failing to make headway 
against the fire with extinguishers, 
the 78 white prisoners and 90 ne- 
eroes inside the building formed 
in line and marched into the open. 

The building was a mass of 
flames 20 minutes after the fire 
started. A recreation building and 
the commissary were scorched. 

The cell building contained eight 
laree cells, four on each floor. Mr. 
Feagin, accompanied by a corps 
of newspaper men, toured the pris- 
on at noon and announced that the 
prisoners woud be sent to Kilby, 
Wetumpka and Atmore prisons un- 
til quarters could be erected. The 
loss, Mr, Feagin said, was cover 
ed by insurance. 

The board fence surrounding the 
prison wag burned throught at one 
point but no attempt was made by 
the convicts to escape and guards 
were immediately stationed at the 
damaged section. 

The fire marked the second ma- 
jor fire in Alabama’s prisons with- 
in two years, Tn 1931 the under- 
wear factory at Wetumpka Prison 
was practically destroyed by @ 
blaze that broke out during the 
night, inflicting a damage of ap- 
proximately $100,090. 

Unlike Monday’s blaze. the pris- 
oners then made an attempt to 
break through the wooden wall 
surrounding the prison, but were 
quelled by Hamp Draper, former 
head of the State Convict Depart- 
ment.
